In oneinstance a 
warrant from Soochow was executed, in 
the body of which was thé character 

(Yi), “barbarian,” which-has been ex- 
pressly proscribed by the terms of the trea, 
ty ; from this it would appear that prope 
supervision is not exercised in the signing 
of these warrants. 

From Nanking we hear that the Keangsu 
province has been visited with heavy storms 
of wind and rain, accompanied with light- 
ning; during one of which, a:powder boat 
atthe river was blown up killing the subor- 
dinate Mandarin in charge, and twenty one 
of the crew; thirteen other boats who were 
close to the boat containing the powder 
were also destroyed and their crews drown- 
ed or killed on the spot. 

The Ningpo races come off on the 30th 
instant, and following days. The Anglo- 
Chinese contingent has been slightly re- 
duced. Memorials-have been ‘sent to the 
Taotai uf the province, appealing against 
the burdensome taxation, which has result- 
ed in a reduction’ of one per cent. 

The state of trade at Tientsin seems most 
satisfactory ; it appears that during the last 
two years trade has nearly-doubled ; Tls. 
13,587,353, worth of goods having passed 
through the’ port during the year 1865-66, 

The discussion upon the Customs tariff has 
been commenced in official quarters in Ja_ 
pan ; from all accounts matters seem to be 
going on swimmingly, and the arrangements 
making willbe most favourable to commerce. 
From Osaca we hear that the terms offered 
to Prince Choshiu by the Tycoon, are, that 
he should forfeit 100,000 kokus, and should. 
bo ‘‘rusticated” fora time ; for how long does 
not appear. The third stipulation is that his. 
son is to go into retirement for life ; this, 
is a very peculiar mode of punishment, but} 
avery usefiil one for the Tycoon; who co: 
gets rid of a troublesome vassal for a time, 
and of his successor for life, for we imagine 
that; although Choshiu’s son willGfominally 
be prince of the territory, this “ going into 
retizement,” means that he is to have no 
official position or influence at Yeddo, 

A private belonging to the 20th Regiment, 
committed suicide at Yokohama, probably 
from the effects of delirium tremens ; a ver- 
dict of ‘‘temporarylinsanity” was returned, 
As regards amusements, the military seem 
to have been making themselves particu- 
larly useful ; fromthe Japan Herald we find 
that field days, balls and musical parties 
have followed each otherin quick'succession, 
all-of which claim the military for thay 
originators or promoters.. Great regret is 
expressed in the local papers at the loss the 
settlement will sustain in the départure. of 
the 20th ; we can however assure). our 
friends in Yokohama that the 9th will fully 
sustain the credit of the service, and will 
do their utmost to keep the fun alive where- 
ever they go. ~ 7 = 

The Japanese implicated ‘in the mnrder 
of a French sailor, have been all sentenced 
to different degrees of punishment, the 
principal in the crime being beheaded ; in 
another portion of our columns will be found 
the sentences passed in each case,| The 
Japanese authorities seem.to have |acted 
rather hastily in this matter, in their|appa- 
rent eagerness to show their desire to pun- 
ish the offenders ; for it appears that the 
murdered sailor gave great provocation to 
the natives, as he was intoxicated, and 
very violent. :

The most important item of local news 


is the fact that the mint is to be opened 
on the'jth of May next; by the govern- 
‘ment notification on the subject which ap- 
pears in another part of our columns, it ap- 
pears that ‘‘dollars of all kinds, Sycee, 
Bar Silver and Bullion” will be received 
for coinage into British dollars Pree ‘of seig- 
norage, for the period of one month after 
the date of the opening of the mint. 

# This of course is merely aYtemporary.ar- 
rangement, and when the,resylt of the first. 
issue of British dollars has béen séen, and 
the degree of favor which the Thinese, with 
their old fashioned prejudices; are dispos- 
ed. to view’ the new currency, a moderate 
seignorage will be charged, when, if'work 
comes in as rapidly"as is anticipated, the 
Mint must soon shew a decent balance to 
its credit, and.commence reimbursing the 


Colony for its original cost. - 
There.can, we think, be not the slightest 
doubt of the ultimate..success of the Mint 


obstacle, which, it is urged by some, stands 
in the way of a favourable issue, namely 
that the Chinese will not adopt the new 
currency, is, when fairly looked at a..very 
visionary one. The:tribe of shroffs, com- 
pradores, et hoc genus omne, who thrive and 
fatten on the exchange ‘‘pidgins” arising 
from thé present cumbrous and. delightfully 
primitive currency, aud the dearth of 
coins which are absolute. representatives 
of component parts of a dollar, will uo doubt 
exért their utmost endeavours to preju- 
dice Chinese traders in the interior, against 
receiving British dollars ; but Chinese mer- 
chants are as eager to sell, as foreign mer- 
chants to. buy, especially when the exorbi- 
tant prices paid the Tea traders is taken 
into consideration, and the evident delight 
with which they must contemplate the 
competition-for the purchase of new séason 
teas which proves: such a lucrative game 
for themselves. If merchants will only 
make astand, and steadily refuse to pay for 
any teas, silks or other produce in any 
other currency than the new dollars, the 
receiving them will become a necessity. and 
when the Chinese find that, these suspicious 
litfle specimens of innovation are of stand- 


agd-weight and valué, and that they can 


ptt faith in the integrity of the assay and 
coinage, there cannot, we imagthe, be any 
doubt but that”any other little prejudices 
which may’ be entertained ‘will soon be over- 
come, The astonishing way in which the 
Jarge batches of ten cents pieces which were 
issued were absorbed, is a fair augury for 
the success of the new dollar. It is to be 
hoped that the colony will also soon be fa- 
vored with the issue of half and quarter dol- 
lars, which are. sadly wanted ‘for small 
every day payments. , 

Tenders-are advertised for.in the Gov- 
ernment Gazette, for the erection of w ban- 
galagat Kowloon. ‘This from all accounts 
is a scheme of Sir Ricard McDonnett’s 
for providing-a sort of ‘sanatarium for the 
civil servants of the local government, on 
the Kowloon concession ; the bungalow is 
to be built on the most elevated part of 
the peninsula; and, as it will be open 


‘to. the influence of the south west mon-
